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Thomas. was said to have served in 
Siberia with the American Expeditionary 
Forces in 1918 and 1919, but his dis- 
charge papers do not verify this. 

In 1947 Mr. Thomas planned and exe- 
cuted the first American Brahman Con- 
gress which was held in Sarasota, 
Florida, that October, and was attended 
by people from all over the world.

Memberships were held by Mr. Thom- 
as with the Fort Myers, Florida, Board 
cf Realtors; the Florida Association of 
Real Estate Brokers; the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Brokers; and the 
American Institute of Real Estate Ap- 
praisers. He was president and a director 
of the American Berkshire Association, a 
director of the American Brahman 
Breeders Association, a director and vice 
president of the Sarasota County Live- 
stock Association, and vice president of 
the Florida Cattleman’s Association. In 
addition, Mr. Thomas was cofounder, 
president and a director of the Eastern 
Brahman Breeders Association, a co- 
founder and director of the Hendry 
County Fair and Livestock Association. 
He was a past commander of the Sarasota 
Bay Post of the American Legion, having 
served in that capacity when the Legion 
Coliseum was built, and a trustee of the 
Dana-Howard-Weekly Post at LaBelle. 
He served three times as commander of 
the Sarasota Post of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars and was the state senior 
vice commander three times. Mr. Thomas 
was also a member of the Elks. 

fen all-round athlete during his youth, 
he played football and baseball and par- 
ticipated in track and field meets. He 
was a member of the 1912 United States 
Olympic track team. During high school 
and college, he played football and for 
two years was with the Frankford (Penn- 
sylvania) Yellow Jackets, the forerunners 
of the Philadelphia Eagles. He enjoyed 
fox hunting and was keenly interested in 
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everything pertaining to the West. Radio 
Station WSPB in Sarasota saluted Mir. 
Thomas on behalf of the Sarasota Auto- 
mobile Dealers Association in 1951. 

Milton R. Thomas was married in 
Memphis, Tennessee, October 18, 1928, 
to Frankye Cobb, the daughter of the 
Honorable Madison Stanley and Edith 
Lyle (Irvin) Cobb of Hot Springs, Ar- 
kansas. Her father was an educator, 
lawyer and Federal judge in the Indian 
Territory. Mr. and Mrs. Thomas became 
the parents of two sons: 1. Benjamin 
Rapp II. 2. Joseph Horn. 

Mr. Thomas died in Clewiston, Florida, 
October 20, 1968. Dedicated to the 
principles of brotherhood, he possessed 
a hatred, not of people, but of attitudes 
and barriers to understanding which we 
so often incorrectly call “stupidity.” 


LOCKARD, James Nicholas, M.D. 

Prominent in medical circles at Pasca- 
goula, Mississippi, James Nicholas 
Lockard, M.D., practiced in that city for 
four decades, and was a founder of the 
Singing River Hospital there. A Fellow 
of the Southeastern Surgical Congress, 
he was active in various professional 
groups. 

James Nicholas Lockard was born in 
Meridian, Mississippi, January 13, 1899, 
the son of James Edward and Sara 
Catherine (Thompson) Lockard. His 
father, a businessman, was born in 1862 
and died in 195]. A civic leader, he 
worked toward the consolidation of six 
schools in Vancleave, Mississippi, and 
the result was one of the first consoli- 
dated schools in the country. The pa- 
ternal grandfather, Edward (Ned) Lock- 
ard, was captured during the Civil War, 
but escaped and walked to his home in 
Alabama. He was married to the former 
Amanda Chandler. One of his slaves, 
when released, took the Lockard name. 
Dr. Lockard’s maternal ancestors were 
prominent in Caswell County, North 
Carolina. A- great-uncle was Jacob 
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Thompson, who served as Secretary of 
the Interior under President Buchanan. 

After graduating from Vancleave 
High School, Dr. Lockard enrolled at 
the University of Mississippi, where he 
received his Bachelor of Science degree 
in 1919. His Doctor of Medicine degree 
was granted by Tulane University in 
1923, and then until 1926, he served a 
surgical residency at the Touro Infirmary 
in New Orleans under the preceptorship 
of the celebrated Dr. Rudolph Matas. 

It was in 1926 that Dr. Lockard 

established his general practice in medi- 
cine and surgery at Pascagoula, Missis- 
sippi, where he continued for the dura- 
tion of his career. An organizer of the 
Singing River Hospital in Pascagoula, 
he was a former president of its medical 
staff and for many years was its only 
surgeon. 

Membership was held by Dr. Lockard 
with the Pascagoula Rotary Club. Dur- 
ing World War I, he was at the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi, serving there with 
the United States Army Medical Corps 
until the war’s end, when he received 
his honorable discharge. He was physi- 
cian for the United States Coast Guard 
base at Pascagoula from 1928 until it was 
discontinued by the government. 

Dr. Lockard was a Fellow of the 
Southeastern Surgical Congress, a past 
president of the Coast Counties Medica] 
Society and a charter member of the 
Gulf Coast Clinical Society. Additional 
professional memberships were held by 
Dr. Lockard with the: American and 
Mississippi State Medical associations. 
He was a member of the Masons, the 
Elks and the American Legion, and his 
fraternities were Sigma Chi and Nu 
Sigma Nu. For many years he was a 
vestryman and member of St. John’s 
Episcopal Church. Politically he sup- 
ported the Democratic Party. For recrea- 
tion he enjoyed fishing and golf, and he 
was an avid football fan. Dr. Lockard 
alwavs took pleasure in attending medi- 
cal conventions.

For his faithful and voluntary service 
without compensation Dr. Lockard was 
presented with the Selective Service 
Medal by President Truman. In 1962 he 
received a plaque in appreciation of his 
thirty years of faithful and distinguished 
service to Singing River Hospital. 

James Nicholas Lockard was married 
in Pascagoula, Mississippi, June 4, 1928, 
to Gladys Clinton, the daughter of 
Frederick Lanark and Mabel (Smith) 
Clinton of that community. Her father 
was in the export lumber business. Dr. 
and Mrs. Lockard became the parents 
of two children: 1. Clinton Edward, an 
attorney in Pascagoula. 2. Catherine, 
who married Harry Franklin Hoke, Jr., 
M.D., a pathologist in Richmond, Vir- 
ginia. 

Dr. Lockard died at Pascagoula, Mis- 
sissippi, June 16, 1966. During his final 
stay in the hospital he was attended by 
ministers and priests from all churches, 
and at his funeral people from all walks 
of life paid their last respects to their 
beloved physician, friend and confidant. 
An oil portrait of Dr. Lockard now 
hangs in the lobby of the Singing River 
Hospital, and in his memory, an altar 
has been erected in the chapel of St. 
John’s Episcopal Church. 


McILWAIN, Stova Barron, M.D. 
Long prominent in the medical world 
of Southern Mississippi, Stova Barron 
Mcllwain, M.D., of Pascagoula recorded 
a notable professional career of fifty-six 
years. Active in that city for nearly half 


--a century, he played a leading role in 


the establishment of two hospitals and 
pioneered in the use of X-ray photogra- 
phy in the area. For close to fifty years 
he was a constant and dedicated worker 
in the affairs of the First Baptist Church 
of Pascagoula. 

The Mcllwain family was established 
in the United States about the year 1800,

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Dr. James Nicholas Lockard — 1899-1966 


Dr. James Nicholas Lockard was born in Meridian, Mississippi on Jan- 
uary 13, 1899. After graduation from the Vancleave High School, he attend- 
ed the University of Mississippi where he received his B.S. Degree in 1919. 
A Medical Degree was awarded by Tulane University, New Orleans, in 1923, 
after which he served a three year surgical residency at Touro Infirmary. Up- 
on completion, Dr. Lockard began private practice in Pascagoula, Mississip- 
pi, July, 1926, where he practiced until his death on June 16, 1966. 


He was a member of the Masonic Lodge, Order of the Elks, the Rotary 
Club and the social fraternity Sigma Chi. 


Membership was held in the medical fraternity Nu Sigma Nu, Mississip- 
pi State Medical Association and the American Medical Association. He was 
past President of the Medical Staff of Singing River Hospital, Coast Counties 
Medical Society, Gulf Coast Clinical Society of which he was a charter mem- 
ber. and held a Fellowship in the Southeast Surgical Congress. 


He actively participated in the endeavor of officials and interested 
groups to obtain the first Jackson County Hospital where, for several years, 
he served as the first and only surgeon. Dr. Lockard served on the Building 
Committee of Singing River Hospital. 


Dr. Lockard served as a vestryman of St. John’s Episcopal Church which 
has erected an altar in the chapel in his memory. 


He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Gladys Clinton Lockard; two children, 
Mrs. Catherine Lockard Hoke and Clinton E. Lockard; and ten grandchildren. 
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Dr. Stova Baron Mcllwain — 1887-1967 


Dr, Stova Baron Mcllwain was born in Waynesboro, Mississippi on. July 
21, 1887. Dr. Mcllwain received his pre-medical education at South Missis- 
sippi College and his M.D. at Mississippi Medical College. He did post grad- 
uate work at New York Poly Clinic Hospital, the University of Tennessee, 
and Tulane University. 


Dr. Mcllwain was a beloved physician in the Pascagoula area for nearly 
half a century. He came to Pascagoula in 1918, making the number of 
physicians here total four. He offered countless contributions to the com- 
munity and tended the medical needs of thousands. He served as Master of 
Pascagoula Masonic Lodge, as Patron of the Eastern Star, and as President of 
the Rotary Club. 


Dr. Mcllwain was a member of and President of the Coast Counties 
Medical Society, a member of and Vice-President of the Mississippi Medical. 
Association, a member of Southern Medical Association, and a member of 
the American Medical Association. He was given special recognition and 
made a member of the 50 Year Club of the Mississippi Medical Association. 


Dr. Mcllwain was instrumental in the establishment of Jackson County 
Hospital and served as Chief of Staff and on the Building Committee of Sing- 
ing River Hospital. 


Dr. Mcllwain was a lifetime deacon of the First Baptist Church and was 
a member of the church Building Committee. First Baptist Church is plan- 
ning the construction of a chapel in his memory. His lifetime was devoted to 
Christianity and its principles. 


He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Fannie Mcllwain; three children, Mrs. 
Baylous Stokes, Mr. R. B. Mcllwain and Mr. Julius C. Mcllwain, and seven
